Kendull, of the N.,O. Picayune, in a letter 


from Paris, gives the following account of the 
practice* of u .Magnetisur : 


This is emphatically nn age of charlatanism 


and hummbiygery, and nlthou'-h in France 
they may not be so far advanced as some ol 
our" Spiritual Knockers" and" Runner*," 
designing loafers have not to look fur for 
dupes even here in Paris. During the last 
week the Coiirl of Assizes has been occupied 
with tho trial of,-a Prussian doctor named 
NVwcM.'uki 
1, the original charge against him 


being for fraudulent bankruptcy. But dur- 
ing the investigation it was proved that for 
years ho has been living in great -style upon 
the fruits of animal magnetism,-his" victims 
belonging to a class who should have known 
better than to bis duped by his transparent 
trickery and blasphemous dealinyfl. 


In thu inilietnu'iit it was charged that the 


doctor had started an establishment fur ma- 
king colFou pots and in peculiar species of cof- 
fee, had run deep into dubt, and had then 
Mild oil or Sfcreled.hisfurniluru and i-fluets, 
in order to defraud his creditors. This was a 
common nail a legitimate species.of-swind- 
lin»—-the'community is often imposed upon 
by timilar transactions—but in Ihu course of 
thei trial, in order to provu the character of 
Wiccseuke, it came out that for years he has 
been a moit Buccessful practitioner of animal 
magnetism. Ilis first dupe was a retired 
tradesman named Miircoux, upon whose 
credulity ho commence!]..practicing ns Ion;: 
ago as 18-1U. The poor simpleton wns made 
to believe not only that the docter was a 
physician of extraordinary power, but that ho 
was a chosen agent of God for Ihu working of 
miracles. But as miracles cannot be worked 
nowadays without .money, Marcoux was in- 
ducud to hand over first, the ready cash ; mid 
next his plate, watch, jiiwelry, furniture, 
&c.—in alt amquntinj.'|to a considerable sum- 
so ihut Wii'weuku could carry on the busi- 
ness successfully. It was understood, .of 
course, that tho doctor was to pny all back ; 
yet ho paye no wrjttun acknowledgment, for 
the receipt, and never thought of refunding. 
In thu meantime, under pretence of being an 
angel upon earth, tlio rascal compelled Mar- 
coux to pray several times a day, and final- 
ly gained such a complete -mastery over him 
that he made him do all ho wanted and give 
up nil ho had. And to tho last, such was his 
influence over (ho unfortunate dupo, that 
oven in court, when called to thu witness 
stand, Mnrcoux did not dare to look tbr prison- 
er injthe fiici-, and humbly assured him, in 
" tho'iprcscnco of God," Unit in giving his 
evidence ho was not actuated by sentiments 
of animosity. .

After his trstimony was concludod,"anothcr 


victim, a female named Cutest Vallut, wns 
called upon for her evidence.

From 
that hour poor Celeste stated that she had not 
hud'an hour's liberty—she was completely 
subjugated." " And even now," nho cried out 
in court with extraordinary emotion anil agi- 
tation, " I feel his influence extending over 
me; but I have a talisman here!" and she 
pressed convulsively a small white stonu to 
tier heart. The judgo seeing tho frij-bt of 
the poor crei.turo, remarked : "If tho look of 
the priscner nlleo's you, remove to another 
plnco." "Oh I what good would that do?" 
she answered. " If I wnfo thirty leagues dis- 
tant, his power over me would bo all'the 
same.

this way, she said, was to make her a source 
of profit by giving medical consultations; but 
to her he never gave a farthing of his ill-got- 
ten gains, and in thu mean time he embezzled 
all that belonged to her when she unfortuna- 
tely wont to ^livu with him. lid persuaded 
her that her singular magnetic powers were 
given to her by God, and that it •' would be 
impious for her to make money by them ; nnd 
that he further suid that ho had disposed of 
her furnituru by an express order from.St. 
John tho Baptist. When sho complained ho 
told her that if olio resisted she- would be cur- 
sed of God, driven from God's bosom, bo inter- 
dicted access to God's garden, nnd bu so 
aillicted with contagious disease that no one 
would como near her. ..He converted her 
from the Catholic to tho : Protestant religion 
by causing n voice to cry when nbo was alone; 
" Calvinist !•".« Culvlnisl 1" .When sho was 
in a state of agitation caused by his '.potions 
hu used to maku phantoms appear which ter- 
rified her 'exceedingly. Tho prescriptions 
she gnvo un;!er tho prisoner's .direction, to 
parsons who consulted her, wero drawn up 
in the name of the "Good Ar.cel"or" St. 
John the Baptist," or the "'Weir beloved of 
God," nud she stated her belief that bo had 
made 700,000 francs by her in this way.— 
Such is the substancu of tho • evidence, -given 
with great fear and trembling of this unfortu- 
nate! dupo."'',

: It was next proved that a Mudanis Ver- 
dys, whon in possession of contidernble pro- 
perty of her own, had also pone to livo nt the

great sum she had been induced*to nay-over 
in obedience to letters from the " Good An- 
pel,".from ••St. John I lie Baptist," and,4.', the 
Saviour," which the doctor cavevb(ir,a< 'com- 
ing from them. But notwithstanding she had 
been it due ed to poverty by Iho blasphemous 
scoundrel; she openly^declared that bur confi- 
dence in him remained undiminished. She 
admiitcd that'aim bad .written him' amatory 
letters, from' which it would seem that the 
doctor dealt in love as well as in superstition. 


He had other " magnetic sublets" besides

full exposure followed. The trial ended, by 
a sentence to six years imprisonment-nml 
for that space the professor of animal mnpne- 
tism and . other huinmbuggery will have but 
poor practice. I have cut down tho report 
of this long-trial, which lasted throo dnys, to 
show that charlatanism fiourslu-s welj in Paris 
as well as elsewhere, although here it finally
